You  will  notice  in  the  picture  above 
two  of  our  drying  bins. 

This  is  where  all  of  our  Regular  Stock 
is  stored,  and  some  of  our  Sack  Picked. 
But  not  a  bushel  of  sack-picked  corn  goes 
into  these  bins  until  all  of  our  wire  hangers 
are  filled — and  these  hangers  hold  over 
4,000  bushels  of  corn. 

These  bins  are  constructed  of  wire 
fencing,  two  sides  and  one  end,  the 
other  end,  as  you  see,  is  boarded  up. 
The  “V” -shaped  hole  is  a  ventilator,  built 
of  wire  and  runs  the  full  length  of 


the  crib.  This  gives  good  ventilation  the 
full  length  of  the  crib  from  the  bottom, 
as  the  ventilator  is  without  a  bottom. 

The  bins  are  also  cross-tiled,  with 
8-inch  tile,  two  strings  one  above  the 
other  between  each  set  of  studding,  in 
all  each  crib  has  about  400  feet  of  tile 
in  it. 

We  have  found  that  this  is  an  excel¬ 
lent  method  of  drying  corn  and  we  have 
had  very  good  success  handling  our  corn 
in  this  way.  We  also  find  that  this  corn 
drys  out  nearly  as  fast  as  the  corn  on 
the  hangers,  and  the  germination  is 
fully  as  good  as  the  hanging  corn. 


Ventilation 


Ventilation  is  one  of  the  most  essential 
steps  in  handling  SEED  CORN  properly 
and,  in  fact,  it  must  be  had,  or  your  SEED

tilation,  we  have  a  system  of  fans  that 
will  move  around  32,000  cubic  feet  of  air 
per  minute  and  our  building  has  over 
100  windows  and  doors,  besides  a  lot  of 
ventilators  in  the  roof,  in  fact,  when 


they  are  all  wide  open,  it  looks  as  though 
the  building  was  all  doors  and  windows.

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Butted  and  Tipped  by  Hand 


WE  COULD  save  a  lot  of  money  if 
we  would  use  machinery  to  butt 
and  tip  our  corn.  But  we  will  not 
do  it.  Our  greatest  pride  is  the  quality 
of  our  shelled  seed  and  the  only  way  you 
can  get  out  quality  seed  corn  is  to  take 
that  ear  in  your  hand  and  shell  off  both 
ends  of  it  by  hand  and  watch  what  you 
are  doing.  We  have  had  many  compli¬ 
ments  on  the  way  we  grade  our  seed. 

Some  seed  houses  do  not  tip  or  butt 
their  corn  at  all;  others  do  it  by  ma¬ 
chinery.  They  can  do  it  any  way  they 
please  and  it  is  all  O.  K.  with  us,  but  we 
believe  and  our  experience  proves  that 
hand  work  is  the  only  way  to  get  quality. 

Our  workmen  are  experts.  They  have 
sorted  seed  corn  for  us  for  years.  They 
all  know  that  we  will  not  send  out  any 
second-class  corn  and  they  take  pride 
in  their  work.  We  treat  them  square 
and  they  treat  us  square,  and  between 


us  we  get  out  corn  that  we  are  proud  of.

You  will  get  some  idea  of  just  how 
we  do  this  in  the  cut  of  one  of  our  work 
rooms  at  top  of  page.  Each  man  has  a 
stall,  painted  white  and  with  plenty  of 
light  from  the  window  in  front  of  him, 
also  an  electric  light  in  case  the  day  is 
dark  and  cloudy. 

The  corn  is  dumped  into  this  work 
box  or  stall  and  every  ear  is  inspected 
ONE  at  a  time  and  if  it  passes  inspec¬ 
tion  it  is  then  butted  and  tipped,  not 
with  a  machine,  but  by  hand,  and  each 
end  of  the  ear  is  inspected  in  this  op¬ 
eration  to  see  that  the  kernels  are  nice 
and  bright;  also  to  detect  any  mould  or 
silk  cuts  that  might  appear.  After  but¬ 
ting  and  tipping,  the  corn  is  ready  for 
the  sheller  and  grader.

Grading 

A  big  Clipper  receives  this  Shelled 
Corn  from  the  Sheller  and  puts  on  the 
finishing  touches.  It  takes  out  the  small 
kernels  and  odd-shaped  round  ones  and 
removes  all  the  dirt  and  chaff. 

From  the  Grader  the  Seed  travels  to  the 
Bagger,  from  which  it  goes  into  the  bag 
and  is  shipped  to  you  ready  for  your  10 
days’  approval  and,  if  satisfactory,  goes 
into  your  planter.

CORN  shortage  this  spring,  and 
from  all  reports,  we  are  getting 
from  different  localities,  it  is  getting 
worse  every  day. 

A  lot  of  the  corn  that  was  hung  up 
last  fall  early,  before  any  of  the  freezes, 
was  not  fully  matured  and  was  carry¬ 
ing  worlds  of  moisture,  and  immediately 
after  it  was  picked  and  hung  up  you 
will  remember  that  we  had  about  6 
weeks  of  very  wet  cloudy  weather  and 
very  little  wind. 

Now  the  result  of  this  bad  weather 
has  left  its  mark  on  this  early  picked 
SEED,  we  personally  know  that  hun¬ 


dreds  of  bushels  of  this  corn,  moulded 
on  the  hangers,  and  it  is  germinating 
about  50%. 

The  average  farmer  is  not  equipped 
to  force  ventilation  through  his  seed 
corn,  open  windows  in  tool  sheds  and 
tops  of  corn  cribs,  was  not  enough  last 
fall.  The  moisture  came  in  with  the 
air  and  went  into  the  corn  that  at  the 
time  of  picking  was  carrying  a  lot  of 
moisture,  and  to  apply  heat  at  that  time 
of  year  was  very  dangerous,  as  mould 
comes  on  very  fast  in  a  warm  damp  at¬ 
mosphere  and  the  result  was  that  thou¬ 
sands  of  bushels  of  this  early  picked 
Seed  are  worthless.

Judging  from  all  reports  it  would  seem  to  be  a  wise  precaution  for 
seedsmen  to  make  certain  of  adequate  supplies  of  good  seed  corn  to  take  care 
of  normal  demands.
